Mr. Pratt, 
who assisted Oliver W. Loomis, Unit- 
‘ed States attorney, in prosecuting the 
investigation, said the election fraud 
inquiry would go ahead, however, and 
the evidence later be presented to a 
new grand jury, to be called after 
Deceinber 1.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


IF THERE IS ANYTHING ODD. 
A while ago I expatiated more or 
less facetiously yet always with a 
vein of truth, on the Perils of the 
Bath. Citing instances where a bath 
proved fatal I observed “Who knows, 
maybe both of these unfortunate men 
thought they could take it or leave it 
alone. My policy is to leave it alone 
as long as folks leave me alone.” I 
should have liked to leave it at that, 
but I know my audience, and in order 
to stave off the inevitable rejoinder. 
I added this: “Not at all—that’s just 
where you: are wrong. You can’t 
gauge a man’s cleanliness by the num- 
ber of bathtubs he rents or owns.” 

It was no use. Letters and post- 
cards, mainly postcards, poured in. I 
regret to say that few of these were 
signed. One card was signed with a 
fictiticus name, I think—“Mr. I. M. 
Simple.” Says Mr. Simple, “If you 
practice what you preach I have no 
doubt that everyone would be glad ta 
let you alone. How do you get that 
way—is it dope or what?” 

To the best of my knowledge it is 
what, in this instance. Perhaps ex- 
ceptional, but it is only fair to say 
that I am one doctor who is queer yet 
takes no dope. Indeed I am perhaps 
as little disposed to indulge in drugs, 
medicine, pills or potions as any one 
can be who knows the way medicines 
act and believes thoroughly in the effi- 
cacy of medicines properly used. 

The psychologists estimated that 
there are forty million morons in the 
United States alone. So any doctor 
who takes a step aside or forward 
when he feels a doctor should do so, 
runs the risk of getting an unsavory 
reputation, 

The readiness of the ninnyhammer 
to defame the doctor who says or does 
anything unusual, and the fact that a 
considerable proportion of the child- 
minded population is not so recognized 
by the general public, combine to re- 
strain natural progress in the art of 
medicine. I know how a practicing 
physician feels about this. He must 
always give an ear to popular opin- 
ion, if he wishes to hold his patron- 
age. It is not so much the doctor's 


professional skill as it is his popular~ 
ity that determines his success. 

As a newspaper health writer I 
don’t care a word what anybody 
thinks or says about my views, so 
long as he is cautious enough not to 
deny the truth of anything 1 say here 
or to impute to me any motive other 
than a desire to benefit the health and 
increase the happiness of readers. 

A few people seem to think that a 
doctor conducting a health column in 
the newspaper ought to be solemn and 
ponderous and never indulge in any— 
well, any “flippancy,” they call it. 1 
beg to call attention to the quack—he 
always has his dignity on and keeps it 
well buttoned up. Dignity is part of 
the quack’s stock in trade. The trou- 
ble with these sad birds who object t9 
any facetiousness or horseplay in a 
health column, is that they are to» 
fond of the atmosphere of quackery, 
and they fail to understand that this 
ig a HEALTH department, not a clin- 
ic. Fun may be out of place at a fu- 
neral, but the game of keeping well is 
good fun and our motto is Personal 
Health Service With a Smile In It.

MacDonald Explains Object 
Of Visit in Talk With Press 


Washington, October 4-—(#)— 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald, 
of Great Britain, in receiving the 
American and foreign newspaper cor- 
respondents at the British embassy, 
tonight said: 

“I am very pleased indeed to see 
you tonight. There is one thing that 
is uppermost in my mind and I should 
like to express it to you straightaway. 
That is I really am deeply moved by 
the magnificient reception that your 
people have given me since I landed 
in New York today. It has been 
very touching to me and it is almost 
impossible for me to put into words 
how grateful I am for the warm as 
well as friendly reception which I 
have received all along the line of 
my route. I am sure that my daugh- 
ter will say exactly the same tomor- 
row when she sees you. Of course 
this is not my first visit to America. 
I always knew that your people were 
warm-hearted, but the proof they 
gave me today has been very touch- 
ing indeed, and I think that the peo- 
ple of Great Britain when they read 
about it will understand and appre- 
ciate it. 

“They will know that it means that 
the reception given to me was really 
a reception given to them through me 
as their representative. I would like 
to assure you on another point. That 
is that I am here especially, do be- 
lieve me, my American friends, I am 
here not as a party leader at all, I 
am here as representing the whole 
body of public opinion in Great Brit- 
ain. Their desire for cordial friend- 
ship with your people is very great 
and very profound and they are pray- 
ing, they have been praying for weeks 
since they knew that this visit was 
likely to take place, that a way might 
be found to bring them in heart and 
in spirit closer and closer to your 
people here. Do not make any mis- 
understanding about that because I 
see that sometimes it is said else- 
where that either one or other of us 
have the idea of coming to an alli- 


of my visit to Washington at the 
present moment is that I am to try 
and make misunderstanding impossi- 
ble. I do not know if I can say any- 
thing in addition to that which would 
be very profitable at the present mo- 
ment. Neither your president, I be- 
lieve, nor myself—I ean certainly talk 
for myself—have any idea of spending 
much time in discussing details. We 
should like to survey together’ the 
large and wide, the high and deep 
problems of international peace. We 
have had our eXperiences of interna- 
tional- war. We have all taken -risks 
in the making of war and in the 
going into wars. Isn’t it time, my 
friends, that we should take some 
risks to secure peace? As long as we 
think of peace in terms of war. we 
will never get peace. As soon as we 
think of international dangers in terms 
of peace and with the determination 
to maintain peace, then have got 
the belief and the faith that we shall 
maintain peace. There is nothing that 
is more inimical to a final establish- 
ment of peace than a mentality which 
assumes that you have got to prepare 
for a possible war. 

“Now America has done the whole 
world a great service in sponsoring 
the Kellogg pact. The pact of peace 
signed in Batis only a few months ago 
is one of the most substantial advances 
toward the establishment of peace that 
ever has been made, and for that 
Europe has to thank America. Now 
why should we not go.on? We have 
all signed this pact. We have de- 
Clared that war no longer enters into 
our minds as a national policy. Shall 
we not all and always assume that it 
is going to be effective?

need for selling in mounting brokers’ 
loans, high money, and a_ slowing 
down in genera! trade has been, from 
the viewpoint of some Wall Street 
people, the weakest link in the ex- 
isting stock market and credit situa- 
tion. Today. however, for the first 


time since the downward price move- | 


ment started in the stock market last 


month the big outside public was a 


heavy seller of stocks. 

This information was obtained from 
reliable brokerage -houses which for 
weeks have been disturbed by their 


inability -to get their own high rec- | 


ord loans down. During many days 


of the recent heavy selling of stocks | 


many houses representing the big out- 
side public actually finished the day 
with more stocks than held at the 
opening. 

Further proof of selling today by 
the big outside public was found in 
the story told by the ticker itself. 
During all of the recent heavy selling 


of stocks the ticker most of the time | 


was up with the stock exchange floor. 
on rare occasions falling onlv 10 or 
15 minutes behind. That was because 
trading was in large blocks. 

Today Wall Street had a taste of 
the conditions existing early in the 
year when the big outside public was 
either a heavy buyer or seller of stocks 
in comparatively small lots causing 
the tape to drop far behind the floor 
Before noon today the tape printing 
New York Stock Exchange quota- 
tions was an hour behind the floor 
with the curb market tape over an 
hour behind.

FLOOD VIGIL RELAXED 


AS STREAMS RECEDE 


| Augusta, Ga., October 4.—()— 
Augusta released its vigilance some- 
what today as the end appeared near 
‘im the long struggle against the wall 
of water churned up by the Savannah 
river, which for the past several days 
hag imperiled the Georgia-South Caro- 
‘lina border city. 

| Early in the morning the _ rain- 
‘swollen stream dropped below the 
point fixed by the levee commission as 
‘the danger stage and continued to fall 
throughout the day. While it receded 
‘at the rate of several inches an hour, 
removal of the hundreds of workers 
‘who have been guarding the levee 
since Tuesday night was contemplated 
‘as soon as the 35-foot mark was 
‘reached. 

Water continued to stand more than 
‘eight feet deep, however, in the streets 
of nearby Hamburg, 8S. C., while Red 
Cross relief workers reported that 16 
white families and 18 negro families 
had been driven from their homes in 
Ogeechee, Screven county, Georgia, 
and 20 families had been forced to 
evacuate their dwellings at Dever, in 


Another Red Cross worker arrived 
in Graniteville, S. €., to survey the 
towns of Vaucluse, Warrenville, Lang- 
ley and Bath, all in the area partially 
inundated by the bursting of dams 
along Horse creek. 

Planes Bring Mail. 

As Augusta turned to rehabilita- 
tion work, five airplanes were wing- 
ing their way to the section isolated 
by high water from Atlanta with the 
first mail to be dispatched here since 
Tuesday. Four of the planes were 
‘scheduled to reload here and return 
immediately to Atlanta. The fifth 
touched at Millen and also was to 
visit Aiken, S. C., and Waynesboro 
before heading back to Atlanta. 

Preliminary surveys made By news- 
papers and others within a 50-mile 
radius of Augusta indicated damage 
aggregating nearly two million dollars. 

“The drowning of a negro and a 
white farmer are the only casualties 
reported so far.

Sylvester Clifton, a farmer, was 
‘drowned last night when a portion of 
‘the bank of the Ogeechee river caved 
‘in and plunged him into the water, 
and a negro was drowned earlier in 
the week at Lake Olmstead, Ga. 
| Morehead lost his life when a boat

,;companion swam to shore. The two 
were freeing a submerged telephone 
cable in the south fork of the Catawha 
iriver when the accident occurred.
